ful engines that would ravse . the 


 Bewage to the highest point of the hill 


lands, construct one or more reservoirs 
to receive the same, to which the 
necessary ramifications of conduits 
would be attached and controlled by 
‘Sluice gates, to the required levels. In 
this proposition anyone who possesses a 
modicum of intelligence of sewage 
farming will at once see its practi- 
cability and the attendant advantages 
to be reaped. 

Those brown. and barrén-looking 
hills would be converted into luxu- 
riant pasturage, and for the growth of 
vegetables, or timber, could not be 
excelled. 

The lands could either be rented or 
controlled by the corporation of the 
city. Small farmers or orchardists 
would be glad to acquire such land! A 
population would spring up, and the 
value of the land would increase at 
least 200 per cent. 

The sedimentary matter, secured in 
the vats, by separation by the ‘‘Elec- 
trolitic’’ system, or otherwise, would 
be removed in rotation, and dried in 
the rays of the sun. It would be a 
most valuable native guano, to be 
sought after by those who own washed 
and worn out vineyard and orchard 
land for so many years irrigated by the 
old Pueblo system. Or it could be 
shipped as ballast to feed the crying 
demands of the well-worn lands of 


Europe. 
Perhaps you will say the effluvia is 
objectionable. Probably it would be 


to the olfactory senses; so it would be 
at Santa Monica. But itis not in the 
sewage gas we must fear disease, the 
effluvia from the sewage works, or the 
introgenous matter in the sewage does 
not breed disease. It is the pent-up 
sewer gas, or the dormant fcetid mass 
of sewage that germinates infection. 
The dead organic matter, by its exist- 
ence and decomposition, gives life to 
the living structures. It is of two kinds, 
either it is dissolved in the water, or, 
itisin the form of disintegrated in- 
soluble matters. These organic mat- 
ters when fresh are not injurious, nor 
are they injurious when they are en- 
tirely decomposed and have entered 
into new compounds; but it is while in 
a state of change, in their fermented 
‘state, that*tley act injuriously and 
communicate the state they are in to 
other bodies with which they come in 
contact. 

_ The effluvia: from fresh sewage is 
simply sulphuretted hydrogen gas, aud 
is not dangerous, but, on the other 
hand, it is considered medicinal. Tne 


sulphur springs which abound in our 


mountain districts are highly prized, 
and their smell is not taken into ac- 
count, Sulphuretted hydrogen in all 
cases is produced by the decomposition 
of sulphates of the earth, or even 
in purs_ water, which come in contact 
with animal and vegetable decomposed 
compounds, and itis the transition of 
these compounds which produce car- 
bonic acid gas. Carbonic acid gas, 
ammonia and water are the food of 
plants. They contain the four ele- 
ments—carbon, oxygen, bydrogen and 
nitrogen—and of these the tf of man 
principally consists. Such being the 
case, why are we so fastidious? Sim- 
ply because of our own ignorance and 
prejudice. 

It is amply proved that fresh sewage 
matter, or the effluvia generated there- 
from, is not in itself dangerous. It is 
also amply proved that pent-up car- 
‘onic acid gas and stagnant sewage 


_ /mpatter is dangerous and deadly; 
Awhen the.-ti that our} aod an ural..way, The former 
(can excite no hostility, while the latter 


ihall have. been hed, then, 
and. not till then, will be proved 


‘ whether we have a correct sewage 


system or not. Asa sanitary measure 
is is the actual test. : 
‘Then will be seen how the sewer 
gas has been diverted, whether it still 
remains as now, at the dead and upper 
ends of our sewers, which means in 
and adjacent to our living and sleep- 
jng apartments. The rapid transit of 
the sewage matter will generate a 
fearful amount of carbonic acid gas, 
which by the adverse laws of gravita- 
tion will ascend, while the organisms 


Of sulphates and of animal and veg- 


oe matters disintegrate and de- 
scend. 
_ The utilization of sewage, as here- 
inbefore stated, is no new-fangled 
scheme, but an honest, practical and 
commercial attainment, now in excel- 
lent working order. The sewage works 
of Leamington, the queen of inland 
watering-places of England, are so 
constructed. The results from the 
commencement of operations have 
been amazingly remunerative. The 
works are in operation near the center 
of the city, from whence the sewage is 
pumped to extensive undulated farm, 
owned bythe Earl of Warwick, the 
highest and farthest point being not 
over three miles from the heart of the 
densely populated cities of Leaming- 
ton and Warwick. Taking this as a 
recedent, the people may have no fear 
in Our case.

Los Angeles Drainage. 

Los ANGELES, July 15.—[{To the Ed- 
itor of Tue TrmeEs.}] The proper drain- 
age for the city of Los Angeles is, of 
course, the course of the Los Angeles 
River. This proposition, considered 
in all its bearings, can hardly be dis- 
puted. If not self-evident it is capable 
ro demonstration, at least so it appears 

us. 
the city from end to end, much as the 
Thames runs through London, or the 
Seine through Paris, the Spree through 
Berlin, the Danube through Vienna, 
the Tiber through Rome, and as the 
Euphrates ran through Babylon, and so 
on ad infinitum. The Los Angeles River 
is not a very formidable stream in dry 
times, but it sometimes swells to an 
enormous volume, bearing away build- 
ings by the score, if not hundreds. 
Though not navigable for commerce, it 
affords for all seasons an abundance 
of water for all the purposes required 
by the city—as for domestic uses, for 
tires, fof flushing sewers, and for irri- 
gation, besides which a goodly stream 
ever runs to waste, so to speak.. The 
water required for flushing the sewers 
of the city is the water to be considered 
in connection with the question of 
drainage, and that water can pro 
erly be returned to its natural 
channel when it has accomplished the 
purpose for which it was diverted, as 
is the case generally with water in 
cities similarly situated. How soon, 
in any case, it shall be returned or 
what additional service, as of irriga- 
tion, it shall be required to perform 
during its diversion is a matter resting 
in the sound discretion of the author- 
ities having the matter in charge; but 
what we mean to insist upon is, that 
the course of the Los Angeles River is 
the natural and proper outlet for the 
sewage of Los Angeles city. Itis ot 
little concern whether the flushin 
water ever finds its’ way bac 
to unite with the other waters 
of the river or not. The proper outfall 
for it may be in the stream far below 
the town, or. it may be on the sandy 
bottom lands or arid plains adjoining 
the river away off to thé south or 
southeast of the city. To such dispo- 
sition of the sewer water no one would 
have aright to complain, for it would 
be precisely the drainage provided by 
Nature. The water would go in that 
direction if not diverted or used at all, 
and why should it not be permitted to 
flow in the same general direction 
after it has served its purpose of cleans- 
ing the city? But a_ still more 
important question is: Why should a 
portion of the river’s water, even 
though laden with garbage, be turned 
aside, at great -expense, and to the an- 
noyance of. whole communities, and be 
conducted over hill and through dale 
to the distant ocean? That sort of a 
scheme savorstoo much of jobbery. It 
is not charged that such is the motive, 
but only that it has such an ap- 
pearance to one bec upon the to 
of a lamp-post. There is natura 
way to get through with this business,

RIGHT OF WAY. 


THAT 
It Is Granted by the Southern Pa- 
cific Conditionally. 
There has been a good deal of talk 
about the right of way for the sewer to 
the sea over the Soutbern Pacific lands, 
and the possibility of difficulties aris- 
ing on that score. Ths following let- 
ter to Mayor Hazard from General 
Manager Towne, received yesterday, 
sets forth the railroad company’s posi- 
tion on the matter, and grants the 
right of way desired: 
3 SAN FRANCISCO, July 9, 1889. 
Hon. Henry T. Hazard, Mayor of the 
City of Los Angeles—DEAR SiR: Comply- 
ing with the request contained in a resolu- 
tion passed at a special meeting of the 
Council of the City of Los Angeles, called 
for the purpose of considering the sewer 
question, on the 19th day of June, 1889, we 
have the pleasure of inclosing you here- 
witha bythe Southern Pacific 
Railroad of California and confirmed by the 
Southern Pacific Company, for the right to 
construct a sewer along the right of way 
of the former company from the intersection 
of said right of way on Westley avenue, in 
the city of Los Angeles, westerly to the in- 
tersection of the official county road, known 
as the Ballona road No. 2, with the said rail- 
road right of way. The conditions have 
been slightly changed from those proposed 
by Mr. C. H. McFarland, your City Attor- 
ney, but we believe you will find these con- 
ditions reasonable and satisfactory; it is 
certainly our intention and desire to make 
them so, having only due regard to the 
safety of traffic passing over the land which 
is to be jointly occupied for railroad and 
sewer purposes,

BLACKSMITH SCOTT. 


HIS TRIAL 1S BROUGHT TO A 
CONCLUSION, 


But the Jury Manifestly Befogged, 
at Last Keports Standing 8 to 
4—Locked Up for’ the Night— 
Scott Confident of Acquittal. 


Yesterday was the most trying day 
of his trial to Charles Scott, the good- 
looking blacksmith, ¢harged with the 
murder of Annie lé Brun. In the 
morning an attempt was made to in- 
troduce several additional witnesses 
as to t’s movements the night of 
the murder, but nearly all of this testi- 
mony was excluded.

Other provisions of the article on the ex- 
ecutive are thecreating of the offices of 
Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, Secretary 
of State, Auditor, Treasurer and Commis- 
sioner of Public Lands. ‘The Governor aad 
Lieutenant-Governor hold office for four 
years, the others for two, The returns of 
election for Governor and Lieutenant- 
Governor are opened before the joint session 
of the Legislature. If two candidates have 
the same vote the Legislature elects. 

The Governor must send an annual mes- 
sage. Hehas a veto power. Hecan fill all 
oftices not elective, can pardon, remit fines 
or forfeitures, andcan vete any item of a 
bill without killing the whole bill. His sal- 
ary is to be fixed by the Legisiature at not 
less than $4006 nor more than $6000. The 
Lieutenant-Governor gets from #1500 to 
$3000, the. Secretary of State from $2500 to 
$3000, the Treasurer from $2500 to $4000, and 
is ineligible to oftice for two terms, The 
Auditor receives $2000 to $3000, the Attor- 
ney-General $2000 to $3500, Superintendent 
of Public Instruction $1800 to $2500. The 
Commissioner of Lands has his salary fixed 
by the Legislature. 

The Governor and Lieutenant-Governor 
must be 35 years of age, and must have re- 
sided five years in the State. Other officers 
must have resided here two years. All 
must be citizens of the United States. The 
Governor, Secretary of State, Auditor and 
Treasurer must reside at the seat of govern- 
ment.
